U.S. SPY COUP 
June 22. 
‘The United States are about to enjoy alt 
the thrills of the revelations to be made dur 
ing the trial of a number of prisoners for 
‘espionage and it may be reckoned as certain 
that, the newspapers will ive the case all 
the prominence it is worth. ‘There is nothing. 
new in spying, Practically every countyy in 
the world keeps a careful vatch upon enemies 
‘and potential enemies, and the endeavour to 
secure each other's secrels is as much the 
business of peace as the secrets themselves 
are preparations against war, ‘Thus through= 
out ‘the world there are vast organizations 
collating all manner of information which 
may sooner or later become necessary from a 
__ military, or naval point of view, or even a 
political, “It was one activity in which Ger~ 
many has consistently shown ability, Prior 
fo the Great War her espionage system in 
Gtett Britain and France was most highly 
organized, and it was probably as much by 
{ood forttine as by careful scheming that the 
spy system in Great Britain was broken down 
30 quickly after the outbreak of war. From 
the evidence which has already been 
published regarding espionage cases in Britain 
‘a5 well as the United States it is clear that 
Germany has been promoting an equally| 
extensive system the Tamifleations of which 
‘were first brought to light recently when Mrs. 
Jessie Jordan, an Aberdeen hairdresser, was 
sentenced to’ four years’ imprisonment for 
espionage. It transpired at the trial that she 
hhad really been brought to book as the result 
of information received from the authorities 
in the United States, and, as the British 
foMecials had to wait unt 
hhad succeeded in preparing a complete, un- 
answerable case against her, it is obvious that 
the American authorities, must have been 
fengaged in thelr investigitions for quite a 
humber of months past. It would seem that 
the people responsible for the investigations 
in both countries have made a thorough job, 
and that there has been a dogree of “co” 
operation between them which has dealt the 
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One of the most important features of the| 
case as it has been developed up to the 
present is that all the prisoners apprehended 
in the United States are of German extraction, 
while in the Brilish case, of Mrs. Jordan, she 
had beon married to a German, and had come 
to look upon Germany as her home. That| 
was stated during the course of her trial. 
There may be a very good reason for that, 
chiefly to be found in the fact that the 
Teutonic race, even when it emigrates, pre- 
serves its characteristics and much of its 
original loyalties. Devotion to the Fatherland 
is often more deeply rooted than loyalty to 
the land of adoption, and it is probably for 
that reason that it was possible for the Ger- 
man intelligence service to find sufficient non- 
naturalized Germans or German-Americans 
who would do the necessary work. It was the 
safest method of recruiting agents possible, 
for these people were serving the Fatherland. 
‘even though their behaviour may be traitorous! 
{0 the land of their adoption, and places them| 
In a somewhat different category from the: 
native of a country who accepts payment to 
be false to his original loyalty. There is 
something particularly loathesome about that| 
type of person, which does not exist when a 
person, alien to the land in which he carries 
on his espionage, runs the risks of 
long imprisonment 'in times of peace and 
death in times of war. Such people 
risking thelr lives or liberty in the service of 
‘their own people have about them a quality’ 
of bravery which endows their activities with 
a completely different aspect, and it is well 
known that many of the Germans spying in| 
Great Britain during the Great War were] 
very brave men indeed. It is clear from the] 
cable despatches which have been published] 
that all that can be told has not yet been 
made public, though most people will find) 
some ground of comfort in the knowledge’ 
that up to the present, at least, no prisoners 
without German affiliations have been arrested: 
by the authorities. It docs not amount to} 
much, but if it is proved that there is a 
degree of solidarity amongst the people of a) 
nation which prevents their subornation by! 
the wealth of another Power, it will be 
something of which any government may) 
very well be proud. 

The revelations which are promised when 
this case comes for trial will have one im- 
portant effect. It will place all Germans in 
the United States, making indelicate en- 
quiries, definitely under suspicion, and while| 
this may do innocent individuals no small 
‘amount of injustice, it will, on the other hand, 
make it more than a little difficult for the 
German authorities again to build up quite 
the same system. An unusual development. 
in this present case is the announcement of 
the names of German officials resident in’ 
Germany who ate alleged to have directed. 
the activities of the spy ring in the United 
States. Such a step has rarely, if ever, been 
taken before, and it is a little dificult to see 
why it should be done now, unless it is the] 
desire of the American authorities to show 
how completely they have possessed them- 
selves of information concerning the operation | 
of the system. Why it should be expected! 
that a ticklish international situation may arise| 
from such revelation it is diMcult to sec. 
‘Such officials as those indicated are acting in| 
the service of their country, and no obloquy 
can possibly attach to them. Any statements| 
which may be made in an American Court 
concerning them will be purely ex parte, and 
ean be ignored by the German authorities 
should they prefer to do so. Certainly noth- 
ing would be gained even by making denials, 
though that action may be taken officially. 
On the other hand this ease ean do nothing 
to improve American public opinion concern- 
ing Germany, which is crystallizing in a 
manner unfortunate for the good relations 
between the two countries. ‘There has been’ 
much to arouse the American public, and it 
will be interesting to note how far the 
revelations which are promised will further 
strengthen support for the re-orientation of 
the foreign policy which Mr, Cordell Hull 
Advocates. It is possible that recent events 
together with this new incident will increase’ 
foreign policy consciousness to the degree the 
Administration desires, for nothing is 0 likely 
to stir the imagination of the man in the 
street than the information that subterrancan| 
machinations may be imperilling the safety 
of his country. 




















AERIAL CODE WANTED

Nobody wants a European War. But there 
are numbers of confusing and contradictory 
expedients advocated in order to prevent it. 
Underlying all is fear—one may almost say 
terror—of the destructive capacity of modern 
engines of war. No one now is safe, not 
‘even the high governmental authorities’ who 
hitherto havo teen able to direct hostilities 
in safety from a ‘distance, Destruction ana 
loss of Tife on a large seaie are not all that 
is feared. Considerable as these “are. bound 
to be, judging even by the comparatively 
small instances in the wars now belng waged 
between ill-equipped forces, the widespread 
alarm and ghastly panic which must ensue 
from bombardment ‘by highly equipped alr 
forces may produce unimaginable. results 
undermining the whole order of our present 
civilization. tn fact, the nations—indees 
humanity ‘itselt—is. ‘contemplating its im-

Invented and prepared. All defences must be 
puny and ineffective, and preparations for 
till greater violence can only add more fucl 
{fo the flames. Salvation can only be found 
in a supreme moral endeavour to guide m: 
mind into another ‘direction. ‘This requ 
sreater effort, mora courage and more deler- 
mination than appears to bg conceivable, judi. 
ing by the aequieseent drift towards the abyss 
which one and all see staring before them. 

‘These words of Lord Ponsonby's introducing 
fan article in the “Nineteenth Century and 
After" on “The Present Outlook” is a suMi- 
ciently graphic description of what warfare 
will amount to in the future, and the 
devastation it may wreak upon civilization, 
to add point to the important statement 
which Mr. Neville Chamberlain made on 
Tuesday, in the House of Commons on the 
subject of acrial warfare. Not only docs it 
add point, but it gives very real reasons 
while the’ world should again attempt to 
bring about some international code govern- 
ing aerial warfare whereby much of its 
horror may be mitigated. 

Students of military science have wit- 
nessed a considerable change of opinion| 
regarding warfare since the Great War. It 
may be perfectly true that, generally speak- 
ing, the introduction of new weapons has 
not meant the fashioning of new laws, but 
there has been a decided departure from 
the old concepts of war, and the formulation 
of brutal doctrines which are given by their! 
sponsors all the dignity of military neces- 
sity. Thus has arisen the theory that in the 
future not armies but whole peoples will 
be at war, that it will no longer be neces- 
sary (0 differentiate between the soldier and 
the civilian, and that, based on such: a 
proposition, the destruction of civilian life 
in sufficient quantity to strike dismay and| 
demoralization into the enemy is the best 
means of securing speedy victory. ‘The 
arrival of the aeroplane has had much to do| 
with the formation of that doctrine, and 
unfortunately, if it is to be generally ac- 
cepted, it must carry with it the corollary 
that the best defenee in such a case would 
be one of reprisal. The bestial picture is 
thereby conjured up of the armed forces of 
the nations sceking to wrest victory out of 
the sufferings they can inflict upon the de- 
fenceless civilian. ‘The world has seen 
enough of this sot of thing in China and 
Spain to realize what will happen if well- 
equipped nations enter into conflict. The 
desolation which has been spread in Spain| 
‘and China would be as nothing compared| 
with what would be wrought in such eit 
cumstances, and the time has come for! 
mankind to take stock of the situation and 
‘seek to discover what can be done to prevent 
the wholesale suicide of a great civilization, 
It may prove a bootless mission to explore 
ways and means of preventing war becoming 
‘even more horrible than it is at the present 
time, but there is clearly a duty laid upon 
the shoulders of statesmen of today to find 
methods whereby the rule of tooth and claw 
shall be prevented from again dominating! 
the world. 

Mr. Chamberlain has rightly pointed out| 
that the principles underlying certain rules! 
of International Law, established for land 
‘and marine warfare are applicable to com- 
bat in the air. It is wrong to bomb civilians: 
the only permissible targets must be military 
‘objectives capable of: identification as such, 
and even then reasonable care must be: 
taken in attacking them. These are in-| 
ferenges to be drawn from the state of! 
International Law as it at present stands, 
and, were they generally accepted, there| 
‘would be little need ‘or the now code which 
the British Prime Minister contemplates| 
drafting for submission to the rest of the| 
world. “Whatever he may prepare will 
receive a mixed reception. The new school| 
of military thought, relying upon terrorism’ 
to secure military objectives will naturally 
oppose being deprived of the most potent! 
weapon for the prosecution of their policy. 
Despite all tke object lessons which have’ 
been ‘given, showing that all the needless 
slaughter which has been brought about by. 
indiscriminate bombing produces no speedy. 
demoralizing effect, it is doubtful whether 
that type of thought would ever permit the 
rule of law to be applied to the conduct of 
such warfare, and that thought is justified 
by the evidence of trends in the opposite 
direction. ‘That should not be taken as i 
dicating that no attempt should be made 10) 
codify laws controlling aerial warfare. The| 
fact that in the past other rules have been 
more or less observed, suggests that the new 
‘ones might secure something of that treat~ 
‘ment, though it is by no means sure, should 
the world ever again embark upon’ hostl 
ties, that either they or their predecessor 
‘would stand up long against what might be| 
conceived to be the military necessities of!

‘The peace fecter which emanated from 
the Provisional Government in Peiping last 
week is probably only one of many such 
moves, some of which have become public, 
while others have not, and though nothing 
may follow this one, atime will come when 
such a feeler will be productive of results. 
In any hostilities there are continual subter~ 
ranean inquiries concerning the possibility 
of peace, a kind of feeling out the market 
as it were, and during the past cleven months 
every such sounding out has met with the 
same result—failure, ‘That of the Peiping 
Government was doomed from the com~ 
meneement. It came from what is, in. the 
eyes of the established Government of China, 
nothing more than a rebel organization, pos~ 
sessing no authority of its own, and having 
2 mandate which can run no further than 
the range of Japanese guns. Tt was con- 
sequently only to be expected that the Gov- 
emment at Hankow would ignore the whole 
business, and thereby thwart any attempt 
to bring it to parley with what, after all, 
would have been but an emissary of the 
Power which has definitely refused to have 
anything to do with Generalissimo Chiang 
Kal-shek’s government. When that declara~ 
tion was made it was a matter for some 
speculation as to how the Chinese and 
Japanese Governments could have been 
brought together when the time came for 
the discussion of peace terms. It is now 
quite clear that the Government in Peiping 
will be used as the Japanese stalking horse 
thereby saving Japanese “face” by requirin 
that all negotiations should be with its Pei~ 
ping ereation. ‘The position is more than 
a Hite absurd, for the appeal by the Peiping 
Government ‘amounted to a demand for 
Hankow survender to itself, submission to an 
organization which has a'name, and form, 
but no substance or real authority. If any 
other Power is asked to mediate, it can only 
mediate between the Chinese and Japanese 
Governments, for no Power has, with the 
possible exception of Japan, recognized the 
provisional government in Peiping, and there 
are at the present moment no formal means 
of communication with it, 


tis clear from the statements made by the 
Generalissimo and Dr. Wang Chung-hul, to a 
German journalist, in’an interview published 
in these pages yesterday, and from the im= 
pressions formed by the journalist during the 
course of a lengthy stay in Hankow, that the 
Chinese government is in no mind at present 
{o talle peace, except on its own terms, not the 
least of which would be the withdrawal of the 
Japanese from China, and the restoration to 
that country of its complete integrity, Short 
of that the Generalissimo has announced his 
termination to fight either on the open field 
‘or by means of guerilla warfare for years, if 
necessary, until that end is obtained. Di 
Wang Chung-hui's statements in the inter- 
view were of the same tenour, and, geneval 
reports indicating that there ‘has ‘been no 
demoralization of the Chinese nations as a 
whole, it must be assumed—even allowing 
for the fact that both men were talking for 
publication—that these two men mean ox 
actly what they say. Dr. Wang emphasized 
the usefulness of mediation by a third party 
because, he said, both nations desired to 
terminate hostilities, but neither was willing 
to take the initiative for reasons of prestige. 
If the Peiping balion dessai means anything 
ft all it must surely show that the demands 
of both China and Japan are at the present 
s0 far apart that talk of mediation “at the 
moment is decidedly premature. Japan, 
through Pelping, requires the unconditional 
surrender of the’ Chinese Government, not to 
itself but the strange creation it has made in 
the north. Hankow demands just as com= 
plete a surrender as would be dictated by the 
acknowledgement of defeat, that the Japanese 
armies should be withdrawn from China 
and that all the territory at present under 
Japanese control should be restored to the 
Generalissimo’s government, Militarily Japan 
has suffered no defeat which could possibly 
induee her to adopt such a Jine, while the 
reverses which China has sustained were 
fully expected and quite within the anti= 
cipated scheme of things. It is, therefore, 
not easy to see how they can be brought 
together at this juncture, and just as dificult 
to attempt to forecast. when it may. be 
possible,

‘THE SPANISH DEBATE

complexion, ‘There was a time, undoubtedly, 
and not so very long ago when Great Britain 
would have fought for very much less than 
what has occurred to British shipping around 
the coasts ef Spain, But autres temps autres 
menus, In those by-gone days there was) 
little prospect of precipitating a world war: 
such a prospect now exists, and the man who’ 
undertakes steps against the Spanish rebels: 
which might embroil the whole of Europe, if 
not the whole world, has upon his shoulders 
fa responsibility of no mean proportions. Mr. 
Chamberlain is not going to have his hands 
forced, and his determination in this respect 
‘was clearly indicated in his reply to his eritics. 
‘What is the position? Despite definite warn- 
ngs, a certain number of shipping firms and 
ssea-eaptains, because of the high profits to 
be made by taking just such risks as these 
Bombings entail, are carrying on a trade which 
is attended by grave peril. ‘The question then 
‘arises as to whether, having uttered its warn- 
‘ing the British Government should take steps 
to prevent recurrence of these bombings, and 
to exact reparation. ‘To that there are two 
answers, ‘The one is that the dignity of the 
British ‘Empire requires that its shipping 
should be allowed to proceed without let or 
hindvance in any of the seas of the world. 
‘The other is that if people disregard the warn-| 
ings of their government they cannot expect, 
‘that government to secure them that redress, 
for wrongs done them while in a state of 
disobedience.

REPUBLICAN THREAT 
June 27. 

Tt would be a task of no great di culty for 
the Republican Government of Spain to carry’ 
out its threat to bomb Italian towns, if General 
Franco's aviators persist in bombing open| 
towns in Republican occupation. Distances; 
between the two countrid’ are not great and| 
there seems nothing to prevent Spanish 
aviators making the trip save, perhaps, the 
resistance they might expect to encounter 
before they reached their destination. ‘The 
indignation which has been aroused by. the 
wanton bombing of these open towns by the 
insurgents has been so roundly expressed in 
practically all countries in the world that no| 
Small degree of sympathy will be felt for the 
Spanish republicans in the predicament in| 
which they find themselves. But that is no 
excuse for the Republican Ambassador to hold 
2 pistol at the heads of neutral Powers by 
‘threatening such action should they fail to 
find a speedy solution of the matter, for it is 
perfectly clear that his government 'is basing 
Its attitude on the well-known desire of nearly 
all countries to prevent this Spanish eivil war! 
from developing into a widespread conflagra-_ 
tion. The same notice has been scrved on| 
‘France, and both Great Britain and_ that 
country have counselled the Spaniards to act! 
‘with the greatest prudence. If the Spanish 
Government hoped to save itself by such 
action it would in all probability find itself 
sadly mistaken, for even were it to carry the’ 
threat into exccution it does not follow that 
either Great Britain or France would neces- 
sarily feel themselves called upon to intervene 
hbotweon Rome and Spain in the matter, 
should the former decide to retaliate in kind, 
Such a decision would ft in with all the 
circumstances, for both Britain and France 
would be perfectly justified in refusing any’ 
aid to a Government which sought to commit 
the same wrong. Let there be no misun- 
derstanding about the fact that the bombing! 
of open towns in aly by Spanish aviators, 
‘would be just as morally reprehensible as the 
destruction of similar localities situated 
within the territory still held by the Republi-| 
can Government by the air machines of the 
In view of these considerations the French 
view, that the Republican Government. does| 
not intend to proceed with such attacks at 
present but is “merely playing a card which 
comes within the frame of a normal 
diplomatic game,” is probably a correct one. 
If it were not 50 conceived originally, the! 
Anglo-French adviec may by this time have 
made it so, On the other hand it is not likely’ 
that the Republicans will be satisfied with 
soft words alone. The terroristie campaign 
‘which troops under General Franco are carry 
jing out against people of his own race con- 
stitutes a most serious blot upon his personal 
reputation, and, if in time his name. is| 
remembered with execration, it will be but 
hhis just due. ‘That will not help the Spanish 
Government, and the real question which 
's concerns a method of putting a stop to| 

his hideous behaviour, ‘The solution seems to 
be provided by Signor Mussolini himself, 
Upon his advice General Franco is reported 
to have agreed to refrain from further bomb- 
ing of British vessels, and the conclusion is 























drawn that if he and the German Government 


were to bring’similar pressure to bear upon| 
him with regard to the bombing of republican 
‘open towns he would also refrain. It would 
be a much more- positive action than mere| 
threats of retaliation, and would amount to| 
‘a gesture which would be received with ap- 
probation throughout. the whole of the world. 
Gestures such as these are not lightly to be 
disregarded in these days, and suc!. action 
would have striking repercussion not only in 
Europe but also in the United States where 
public opinion is strengthening against 
dictatorships. It is realized that it is asking 
a lot to suggest that this step should be taken 
by them, for, if it were, it wauld have certain 
implications in the Far East which might tend 
to weaken the Berlin-Rome-Tokyo pact. 
It would amount to implied disapproval of] 
much that has been happening in China. 

But there is more to it than that, “Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain's announcement that he| 
‘was proceeding to draft a code applicable to| 
warfare in the alr has been welcamed by 
statesmen of the United States, and of other| 
countries as well. The greater part of world 
opinion is irrevocably opposed to such things| 
as have happened in Spain, and an oppor- 
tunity is here presented for both Italy and 
Germany to indicate their disapproval of the| 
methods pursued by the men under 
General Franco's command. Should they not! 
do so, and General Franco persists in his evil 
courses, the danger of the Republican Govern-. 
ment getting out of hand will be increased. 
It is all very well to expect that Great Britain 
and France should bring pressure to bear 
upon Barcelona, but if ever there were a time | 
‘when co-operation is needed it is surely now 
and in such a splendid gesture, Should the 
Spanish Government take the bit between 
the teeth and decide that it will go down in| 
‘a worldwide welter of blood, it may even. 
then be frustrated. Should it indeed bomb 
Italian cities and Italy decides to retaliate, 
both France and Great Britain may very pro- 
erly decide to keep out of the trouble that 
must ensue by remaining neutral in ac- 
cordance with the policy of non-intervention, 
It might be difficult in view of the indigna- 
tion which prevails in both those countries, 
but thelr governments might very well take 
the ‘view that it is better that the Spanish 
Government should be defeated than that the 
whole of Europe, if not the world be involved 
in a war the dire results of which might 
very well exceed human calculation. In the 
opinion of this journal that would be the wise 
course to adopi, even though it be so cynical 
a one as to be based on the theory that it is 
better that the few should suffer instead of 
‘the many. It would mean the destruc- 
tion of republican Spain, and the quickest 
way for it to commit suicide is to follow the 
course which it has indicated. Be that as 
it may the better course seems to be for the 
two Dictators to bring pressure to bear upon 
General Franco, for he is ruining his own 
reputation and besmirching the cause for 
which he claims to be fighting. 











A LONG WAR? 


June 28. 


Comparison of the public utterances of 
Japanese statesmen regarding the Sino- 
Japanese hostilities made nearly a year ago 
with those recently made in Tokyo by Lieut ~ 
Gen, Seishiro Itagaki, Minister of War, 
indicates a very considerable change of 
opinion as to how long this undeclared war 
Is likely to continue. Like the struggle in 
Spain which was to have been, according to 
the insurgents, a matter of a few days, it was 
confidently expected in Japan that the 
campaign in China would not be unduly 
long. For example on August 24 General 
‘Sugiyama, Gen Itagaki’s predecessor, declared 
he could not - foresee how long the 
‘Sino-Japanese conflict would last, but em- 
phasized that Japan-intended to bring hostili- 
ties to an end as speedily as possible by 
taking the military initiative instead of 
continuing her past policy of replying to 
Chinese attacks. “Japan,” he added, “would 
‘not wage a protracted war against China and 
thus play into China's hands." ‘That undoubt- 
edly meant that General Sugiyama con- 
templated a short, and successful victory in 
China. ‘That was the view held by Prince 
‘Konoye, the Premier, on September 6, when 
addressing the Diet.’ “The Government” he 
said “wants to deal speedily a fatal blow to 
the Chinese troops.” He declared that the 
military were confident of being able to 
achieve this aim. Four days later the enthu- 
siasm of Gen. Sugiyama had undérgone some 
modification “for on September 10 he is 
Feported as having declared to Domei 
“Although the results achieved by the 
‘Japanese forces in both North China and the 
Shanghai area are fully up to expectations, 
Japan should redouble her efforts to bring 
‘about an early termination of the current 
conflict.” On the same day, Prince “Konoye 
‘expressed the view to assembled nowspaper- 
men that the hostilities would extend into 
1938. What brought about that change of 
opinion was undoubtedly the stubborn resist- 
ance which the Chinese were offering the 
Japanese forces around Shanghai, and the 
general ‘situation which did not augur well 
for any rapid fulfilment of the Japanese plans. 


Following the fll of Shanghai the eaplurg of 
Nanking was rapid, but the programme had 








already been delayed considerably. ‘The long, 
time taken to reduce Hsuchow added further 
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to the dislocation of original hopes, while 
there is some indication that the capture’ of 
Hankow will not be achieved with that speed 
Which those who clamoured for an advance 
‘on that city evidently anticipated. General 
Chiang ‘Kat-shele having announced his 
intention of continuing the struggle eyen 
‘aller that, General Itagaki is now reported 
to have said that “Japan is prepared to, carry 
‘on hostilities for ten years if they should last 
So long.” So belief in the speedy defeat of 
‘China changed into the idea that the hostilities 
would last into this year, and now the War 
‘Minister contemplates the possibility of the 
‘war lasting for ten years, The general tenor 
‘of the War Minister's speech was gne of 
confidence that the Japanese army and nation 
{were fully ‘competent to carry on hostilities 
to the bitter end, but he concluded his 
remarks with the significant passage “After 
all the nation should be armed with the firm 
determination bravely to face protracted 
hostilities, and be prepared for them so that 
the incident may be brought to an end as 
early as possible.” When the caution with 
Which statesmen have to prepare thelr 
speeches is taken into consideration, and the 
very definite limits to which they’ may go, 
it is quite apparent that Gon. Tiagaki was 
seeking ,to prepare the country for the blow 
that general realization of the fact that fighting 
may go on indefinitely must necessarily inflict, 
‘This can safely be said; on the face of things 
apan has been drawn deeper and deeper into 
those tolls in which she is playing the very 
game which General Sugiyama said the coun- 
{ry would not play. She is being obliged to 
‘Aight a protracted war, the game which the 
Chinese’ Government wanted her to. play. 
‘That has been’ brought about by the stoutness 
with which the Chinese armies, badly equipped 
fas compared with their enemies, have fought 
the Japanese inch by inch in'north China 
‘and ‘along the Yangtze Valley, and there is 
little or. nothing at. present 10 suggest that 
‘events will assume a quicker tempo. 

If Japan were forced to fight a ter-year 
war ‘she would emerge from st, whether 
Vietorious or not, with fortunes so impaired 
that tor a long time to come she would 
‘mount to little more than a second-class 
Power. ‘The enormous cost of such a war 
would prove ‘an insuperable burden for a 
nation Which already carries a sufficiently 
heavy load. It is by no means easy to 
ascertain what this struggle has. cost. the 
Tapanese in money up to the present, but that 
is not the whole of the price. Heavy as has 
been the actual cost of the prosecution of 
hostilities, Japan is paying the price in other 
directions as well, such as the loss of revenue 
trom diminished’ trading and the artifical 
restrictions imposed upon her exchange and 
industries. Tf the actual cost of fighting 1s 
taken to be somewhere in the neighbourhood 
‘of Yen 7,000,000,000 and it cannot be very 
far from that figure, it is clear that only a 
comparatively few years would exhaust the 
Yen. 50,000,000,000, which a former Finance 
Minister sald Japan could afford to spend on 
a war. Mr. Masayuki ‘Tani, Japanese 
Minister-at-large, yesterday in Tokyo spoke 
of the diplomatic corps in China being sur- 
prised at the speedy progress of Japanese 
operations up the Yangtze and the fall of 
Anking. They may have been quick, but up 
to the present nothing has occurred which in 
any way compensates for the delay in the 
Japanese programme which has become all 
too apparent. “There seems to be very little 
doubt that the Japanese will continue to 
progress into the interior of ‘China, for 
humanly speaking itis dificult to see how the 
Chinese can ever expect to beat them on the 
field, but, time being here the essence of the 
contract, the longer the Japanese forces take 
‘about it'the costlier will it be for them, That 
has been the design of Chiang Kal-shele all 
‘slong. “His ideas of how long the Japanese 
could be held up may not entirely have been 
realized, but, even if they have been met only. 
partly, much of the damage he expected will 
have "been done to the Japanese, Gen, 
Itagaki’s remarks, therefore, must make dismal 
reading for those Japanese who originally 
expected a short. period of hostilities tobe 
followed by a splendid harvest in the shape 
of a subdued and humble: China, And they 
will probably realize that, should Japan be 
obliged to continue this struggle too long, 
there will be no frults of victory but rather 
the bitter crop of frustration,

familiar in a big, noisy city. Yet, desolation and destruction much 
the same as that of Chapei during hostilities may be found but a 


few paces away. 


Such conditions have come into being after 
intense Japanese air raids on the city, Where mis:

considered to be extremely perilous, few living souls may be 


found, 


Shops and houses are abandoned. Shutters have been 


put up and doors barred.

Canton Preparing for Invasion 


Gen, Wu Te-chen Says Japanese Will Pay 


Heavily If They 


Move on South China 


Canton, June 21. 


IVING under the shadow of constant Japanese military demons- 

trations and threat of invasion, Kwangtung, the southernmost 
sea-coast province, is fully prepared for any emergency. ‘This was 
learned from civil and military authorities here in interviews by 


a special representative of the North-China Daily News”.

‘authorities, rice merchants and relief workers are all taking part 
in these preparations which are being pushed relentlessly. “If the

Gen. Wu Te-chen, Governor of

Information from reliable sourees| 
reveals that at least ton Cantonese 
ivisions are in aetive sorvice in the| 
ar zones, In addition to these men, 
20,000 trained men are boing sent t0| 
Hankow monthly elther as recruits 
for the Cantonese force at the front, 
of to gain further training. 

MilMary’ training 1s going on in 
practically every part of the province. 
This Is carriedsout without any dif 
culty, as the “villagers are fighters by 
tradition and have been using arms 
for centuries for self-defence,” Gen. 
‘Wu commented. 

Girls Recelving Training 

Responsible for the organization of 
the Citizens’ ‘Training Corps in Shang 
hhal when he was Mayor here, Gen. Wu! 
Inalso directing the training of eitizens 
of Canton. Although official figures are: 
not available, a conservative estimate 
puts the strength of militiamen in 
Canton at over 60,000, including uni- 
versity students, 

‘An interesting feature of these pre~ 
parations is the training of over’ 100 
Bits ag military oMeers to be dis- 
tributed in various villages to train 
village women for solf-defenes. Some 
of them are university graduates and 
others have studied in high middle 

‘Kwanglung has had enough troops 
to defend the territory, and reinforce- 
ments from Hankow are not necessary 
fat present, according to Gen. Wu. 
“We must make the best use of our 
defences," he commented, 

Asked if the eity of Canton will be 
defended, Gen, Wu said it was well 
prepared’ for a Japanese invasion. 
Avoiding a direct reply to the ques- 
tion of military leaders of the defunct 
Nineteenth Route Army and Eighth 
Route Army, generals are engaged in 
directing military training. Gen. Wu 
said all the military officers in the 
province who are not in active service 
for the time being are helping to 
strengthen coastal and other defences. 








Evacuation of Canton 

‘The authorities in Canton are mak- 
ing all preparations for the evacus 
tion of the populace In case of 
emergeney. Over 20,006 women and 
children are understood ‘jo have re- 














istered with police stations for as- 
sistance in transportation and other 
facilities, “Evacuation of Canton will 
not be a problem in the opinion of 
the authorities, Communications are 
convenient and the citizens can go 
to the surrounding villages at short 
notice. 

‘The food supply of the province is 
controlled by a food committee, Gen. 
Wu revealed. Stocks of rice and other 
foodstuffs have been kept for an 
emergency, while every hsien in the 
whole province has rice in storage. 

‘Arrangements have also been made 
to establish emergency hospitals along 
the coast and at important places in 
ease of invasion. Additional beds 
Will ve placed In hospitals at short 
notice. 

‘A warm tribute to the red cross 
‘and relief workers in the province. 
‘especially those in Canton, was paid 
by Gen. Wu. They were the frst 
‘ones on the scene during air raids 
even while the raiders were still be- 
Jing engaged in the death-dealing mis- 
sion.’ Unfortunately a group of red 
cross workers were machine-gunned 
by Japanese planes while on duty, 
according to the Governor. 


‘Tribute to Rallway Workers 

‘The courage and eMiciency of rai 
way” workers were also highly 
raised. Quick repairs have often 
been effected by emergency teams 
‘along the lines so that the trains 
experience the Teast possible delay, 
according to the Governor. 

‘Turning to the relations of Kwang- 
tung and. the Central Government, 
Gen. Wu said Kwangtung’s loyalty to 
the Government and Gen. Chiang 
Kat-shek is absolute, Questioned as 
to the financial and military assist- 
anee, If any, from Hankow, Gen. Wu 
replied that Kwangtung is'a part of| 
the Central Government, “He declined | 








to. supplement the statement with 
details, however. 
Questioned as fo the effect of! 


Japanese alr raids over Kwangtung. 
the Governor commented that if the 
purpose of bombing of open towns 
was to demoralize people, as. wat 
admitted by Jupanese themselves, the 
Japanese military had achieved’ just 


the opposite. Proofs were too many 
to show that the Chinese people are 
not easily demoralized. The slaughter 
of non-combatants, he said, only 
helped to strengthen the unity and 
determination of the Chinese Govern 
ment and people to resist Japanese 
aggression to the bitter end. 





If Japan Localized War 

The Japanese military could have 
done better if they followed their 
‘original policy of localizing war, the 
Governor said. "As it was, they’ had 
brought all China to hor feet to ght 
the enemy, he emphasized, In 
Kwangtung,' lke in other provinces, 
indignation’ and hatred f the people 
hhad “been aroused to feverish point. 
‘The Cantonese were all ready to fight, 
the invaders, he said. 

"The reconstruction programme of 
Kwangtung had been suspended by 
the war, Gen. Wu said. “But we are 
still assisting the farmers." Usually 
farmers were given $50 cach for cach 
of the two erops in the year, he said. 
‘The plans of establishing factories to 
manufacture tools and fertilizers had 
to be suspended. 

Life in villages in Kwangtung has 
not been seriously affected by. the 
hostilities, according to Gen. Ww. 
Referring to loans to farmers, Gen. 
Wu said they were all honest people 
‘and the Provincial Government had 
Ro difficulty in coliceting them. 

‘Many overseas Chineso who went 
abroad and became rich have re- 
turned to their villages in Kwangtuag 
{to build spacious residences, accord- 
ing to Gen, Wu. ‘They are there for 
show, and villagers belonging to the 
same family, whether they are in the 
village or in the eity, are all welcome 
to live in 

Kiwangtung is still using small 
currency. This could have ‘been 
abolished and substituled with the 
national eurreney. had not the war 
broken out, Gen."Ww said.

Japanese “Ersatz” 
Rubber Found 


Osaka, June 24. 
Carbide, the pungent mineral 
generating a gas producing a powerful 
Tight, today loomed large in Japan's 
scheme of war economy as the 
souree of synthetic rubber. 

‘The Osaka Industrial Experiment 
Station yesterday announced the 
development of a new process where 
by four tons of carbide will produce 
fone ton of rubber. The supply of 
carbide in Japan was described by 
experts as being “virtually inex- 
hhaustible.” 

"The “erzatz” rubber, technicians 
claimed, has more elasticity and is 
more durable than natural rubber 
but its non-conductive properties are 
Inferior to the non-synthetic product, 

‘Cost. of. production, while higher 
than that’ of natural rubber, 
is lower by the carbide process, than 
the systems used in Germany, Soviet 
Russia, and the United States, it was 
further claimed. 

Production on a commercial basis 
‘of synthetic rubber under the new 
process is reportedly being planned 
by the Japan Rubber Manufacturing 
Company and the Mitsubishi Mining 
‘Company—Domei. 


Sharkskin “Leather” 


‘Tokyo, June 20. 

For years Japanese scientists have 
‘experimented to discover a commer- 
cial method of using sharkskin as 
Teather, as sharks are suficiently 
numerous in the North Pacifle to 
‘ensure a good supply of the neces 
sary material 

“The Government's ban last October 
‘on the importation of leather and 
cow-hides from abroad, which has 
resulted in a fifty per cent, increase 
{in the prices of boots and shoes, has 
been an added incentive to ind 'sub- 
stitutes, and sharkskin leather of 
‘good quality, suitable for “uppers,” 
belts and handbags, has recently 
been manufactured’ in marketable 
quantities, 

In explaining the new method for 
preparing sharkskin, a Japanese 
scientist pointed jout that the old 
procedure, which utilized hydroclorie 
acid for removing the scales, takes 
from two to four days and. jellifies 
the skin. Tanning takes roughly a 
week. By adding another agent, 
formaldehyde solution (together 
with) the hydrochloric acid) he 
obtains a seale-removing time of 
from two "to three hours, .non- 
ellification and a tanning time of 
‘approximately three days. ‘The quick 
tanning is partially Wxplained, he 
sald, by the fact that the formal- 
dehyde solution is itself a tanning!

Tn a scheme for fire protection 
during hostilities it will be impera- 
live for the fire brigades to be aus 
‘mented by volunteers and auxiliaries, 
fand having had the training of some 
of, these men I know the keen 
Interest they have displayed in their 
duties, The number of fires that ean 
be eaused by incendiary bombs at 
fone time will be far ,beyond the 
powers of the brigades to cope with. 

‘Some years back I was acting 9s 
Chiet Omer of a very large fire 
brigade in India and had arrived in 
the elly only a short time before 
large earthquake struck us demolish- 
ing large buildings, burying persons 
beneath the fallen debris and causing 
a number of fires in various parts 
of the town, Hundreds were injured 
fand had to be rescued from the col- 
Tapsed buildings by the fire brignd 
in addition to this, the brigade hi 
to control the various fires that had 
broken out. 

‘Soon after this, 9 large communal 
rlot broke out and we were called 
injured and 
convey them to the hospitals; th 
‘ambulance service was not sulficie! 
to cope with the casualties and we 
had to improvise fire engines and 
orries to deal with the situation. 
This we were able to do with such 
rapidity that in 24 hours hundreds 
fof casualties had been removed to 
the various hospitals. 

Here Is a point where one had to 

up “a-scheme and put the 
‘wheels of machinery into effect at 
‘once {0 eope with the emergency. Tt 
‘would have been very easy for some 
‘one to come along later and tell us 
of a better way. It is not the ofleer 
Wwho can shout ‘the loudest or speaie 
the longest that can put forward the 
best ideas backed with experience, 

‘One must not forget the important 
part played In the last war by the 
int" arm of the services. I have 
been in communication with one of 
the Fire Advisers at the Home 
Ofice and T have been pleased to 
forward my suggestions to him. One 
favours the large pumping unit of 
760 gallons a minute to 1,000 gpm, 
while others favour the smaller unit, 
Tels my firm opinion that this will 
all depend upon the eireumstances 
fand the situation to be faced. 

"An essential factor in fire extine- 
tion Is speed, would personally 
prefer’ the modern fre pump of 800 
Hipm, capacity augmented by trailer 
pumps of the capacity of 260 gpm. 
Modern motor pumps of this capacity 
are infinitely» preferable to the 
































heavier type of pumping units in war 
the 


time, One big advantage of 
teailer pump is that it ean be trai 
ported to" difficult positions over 
Trenehes and fallen debris very easily. 
‘and with the assistance of little man 
power—which is another important 
factor, I can be placed on tugs and 
barges and transported to the other 
side of a canal or river, with prac- 
tically no. difMeulty. ‘The present 
taller pump hag been the outcome: 
of years of extensive study and re- 
search on the part of fire engineers 
fand has without a doubt reached a 
high state of eMcieney. 

High Explosives 

One must not forget the havoe the 
thigh explosive bomb ean bring about 
to Foads and highways, Which would 
bbe the easiest {0 transport over the 
disrupted roads, the portable trailer. 
pump or the heavy ‘pumping unit? 
Big pumping units, however, would 
prove very eMcient as feeder pumps. 
or for carrying out the operation of 
relaying. pumping. ‘This would be 
ecessary on account of the frictional 
Toss which is brought about on long 
lines” of delivery hose. ‘The ex- 
periences we have had in Spain and 
China show decisively that one of 
the principle enemies is fire in con- 
fagration form and. the answer to

with an adequate number of power- 
ful fre streams.

Falling Shrapnet 

Apart from the danger of bombs 
falling there is the hazard of galling 
shrapnel which may very easily in- 
‘capaelitate a number of the patrol and. 
Its object would then be defeated. 
‘One must remember that explosions 
fand fires travel very quickly and the 
fire officers’ methods and plans must 
be’ put Into effect with the least 
possible delay. Having been in per~ 
‘Sonal attendance and on the Arst fre 
‘appliance that jot to work on one 
fof the most serious explosions and 
fires that ever occurred in London I 
‘ean’ speak from experience. 

On our arrival we found that the 
fire had already spread to the out- 
side area of the factory involved and 
bafore long we had a square mile of 
fire to contend with in fact, the first 
‘oMicial message to be relayed back 
from the fire, it T remember rightly, 
was a square mile of fire with 
hundreds of casualties, For my ser- 
vviees at this terrible calamity T was 
awarded the medal of the Order of 
the British Empire. 

‘The water engineer of the borough 
or area should always be in close 
contact with the fire brigade to en- 
‘able the brignde to have first hand 
knowledge of the lay out of the water 
mains, their sizes and output, because 
there'is the possible risk of mains 
being damaged or fractured, which 
would in turn seriously hamper and 
retard the efforts of the brigade. 
Large size hose should also be 
carried on an emergency tender 
ready to be rushed to the scene; this 
‘hose could be run out to enable the 
brigade to be supplied with water 
from a more distant point which had 
Inot been damaged. 

Look-out ‘Towers 

T also concur with Mr. Pett's idea 
Of suitable look-out towers at points 
that command a good and effective 
view of the area; this in my opinion 
would be more efficient than to have 
fire patrols out looking for Fires. 
The brigade in which I served in 
India had lookout towers and I found 
them very accurate in giving the ex- 
fact bearings of the fires. 

‘With reference to the incendiary’ 
bomb the kilo Incendiary bomb has: 
been found to penetrate all forms of 
ight roofing such as tiles, corrugated 
fron, slate, ete. Penetration most| 
[probably will be arrested by the top 
oor, but the bomb will continue to 
burn for some time and set fire to 
hflammable materials in its vicinity. 
JA reinforced conerete roof six inches 
thick will assist greatly in resisting] 
penetration.

‘The incendiary bomb generates. its 
Jown oxygen which makes It rather 
Jdimicult to extinguish. Sand used on 
the bomb would prove to be a good 
Jextinguishing agent and by the aid of 
Ja long. shovel this could be carried 
Jout. ‘The sand will have a tendeney| 
to reduce the glare of the flame. it 
will also be noticed that the flame| 
}will penetrate the sand and come out 
Jat the top if there is not sufficient 
to cover it. Water may also be used 
{to limit the spread of the fire on the 
Joutside circle of area. To enable a| 
person to approach the burning bomb| 
on-inlammatle dark glasses should| 
bbe worn to protect the eyes. 





Incendiary Bombs 

Magnesium can be used as casing 
[for the incendiary bomb because this 
metal ean also be ignited by more 
inflammable chemicals inside. » These| 





jchemicals usually have thermite as 
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the main constituent. Thermite can- 
not be extinguished by ordinary 
means as the oxygen necessary for 
the burning of the aluminium is"pre- 
sent in the iron oxide. The 
‘magnesium casing Is ignited by the 
thermite. To prevent the spread of 
fire due to this it is essential to ex- 
Jelude the surrounding air from it. 
Water sprayed on burning 
magnesium tends to make it scatter 
fand to spread the fire. Burning! 
magnesium will penetrate through 
‘wooden floors. ‘Thermalloy contains 
sulphur which volatilises and burns| 
with more freedom than thermite. A 
bomb containing it would be difficult 
to approach because of the sulphur 
dioxide fumes that are given off. 
jAsbestos wool has been found to 
prove a very good fire extinguishing 
fagent on the electron types of fires. 


Pumping Capacities 
T have also noticed that a good deal 
fof debate has arisen regarding the| 
pumping capacities of the fire pumps} 
whieh have been recommended by 
the Fire Advisers at the Home Office 
for fire-fighting operations. || This 
point in my estimation is a matter of 
Jopinion and would have to be based | 
Jon the eficient return received from’ 
‘Such. The fire advisers consist of| 
JOmicers who ‘have had a large ex- 
perience in the engineering and fire 
jservice—such as Captain B. West- 
brook, late Chief Officer ‘of the 
Calcuita Fire Brigade, and Mr. T- 
Breaks, late Chief of the Sheileld 
Fire Brigade—and their schemes are 
put forward with a good solid 
foundation, backed with experience. 

It is one of the easiest things pos 
Jsible to sit down and criticise or act 
fas critic of a scheme once it has 
been put forward. It is, however, 
far more important for officers to| 
Jeome forward with schemes of their 
own which, if put Into effect, may 
prove beneficial’ to the whole’ com- 
miunity. 

TL must be remembered that not 
Jonly the brains of the fire engineer 
Jare needed on such schemes but that 
the door. should be thrown open to 
the knowledge and suggestions of the 
chemist, architect, water engineer 
‘and explosive expert; should the 
Ideas ‘of these experts be pooled, a| 
fire defence scheme could be put for- 
ward which would be second to none. 

‘One must give of his best in the 
‘cause of saving and eliminating the 
Jdestruction of life and persons putting 
forward such schemes should be ei 
couraged as much as possible.
